effective means of monopoly that the 
Standard Oi] possesses, pipe lines being 
'superior to tank cars for transporting 
oil, afid more economical.

\late pipe lines, under the commerce 
‘clause of the constitution, then the.gov- 
ernments, in arder to reach the case, 
‘must resort to its powers of eminent

The government contends that the 
act of 1906 is a constitutional exercise 
of tHe federal power to regulate inter- 
state commerce; that it is designed and 
‘reasonably calculated to prevent the 
‘monopolization of interatate commerce in 
oil. The advantage that the Standard 
Oil has over ita weaker competifors was 
thus put by former commissioner of 
corporations, H. K, Smith: 

“The Standanl Oil Company, by rea- 
son of its vast resources, its efficient 
organization and extensive facilities, has, 
apart from traffic discriminations, advan- 
| tages in transportation that are now 
‘commonly spoken of as natural. Chief 
among the advantages tlie Standard pos- 
sesses are the immense pipe line sys- 
| tems. The estimated cost of transpor- 
| tation by pipe lines is about one fourth 
the cost by railroad. Its control of them 
is one of the chief sources of its power.”

The 
Waning production of such an immedi- 
ately consumed staple as pig iron, in 
connection with the subnormal volfime of 
stee) orders, amkghe curtailment in pro- 
duction of the Steel Corporation itself, 
are surface factors, indicating decreasing 
business activity. In New England, how- 
ever, in the past 30 days, conditions have 
a little more than held their own. In 
facet, there are several distinctly favor- 
‘able features. It is true that in certain 
Hines, especially those entering into 
building operations, there has been a 
severe falling off in business, which has 
not yet been checked. On the other 
hand, shoe manufacturing, contrary to 
expectations of those in the .business, 
‘has held up well and compares favorably 
with 1912. Again, there has been.a gen- 
eral awakening in the cotton manufac- 
turing business, which has resulted in a 
good volume of business at sound prices. 
While buyers are not purchasing far in 
advance, their demands are, however, per- 
sistent, and the manufacturers now dom- 
inate prices. Of considerable importance 
is the renewed activity in the fine goods 
end of the business after a prolonged 
period of ‘stagnation. It may be fairly 
said that there is a good volume of busi- 
ness moving in New England, and, while 
in genéra] the profits are not sufficiently 
large at the present time, the chief 
industries—-with conservative stocks on 
hand—are thorough prepared to meet 
future trade conditions,

: Conditions have altogether changed in recent 
in the West years and there is no reason now why there 
should be differences in methods of school 
conduct or operation between districts of the 
same county, or why there should be any inequalities in the educa- 
tional opportunities of youth living in different parts of counties. 
Professor Charters of the Missouri State University, at a recent 
teachers’ convention, illustrated the point at issue by telling of one 
county having two school districts. One of these has thirty-five 
children and is assessed at $138,560. The other with thirty-two 
children is assessed at $25,065. The tax levy in the first is 30 
cents, in the second 65. One district collects $415.68, the other 
$162.92. The citizen in one district, therefore, pays more than 
{twice as much for school privileges for his children as the citizen 
in the other, who may live just across the road from him. 
Exactly the same inequality is felt in Kansas, and the school 
teachers of that state, in a general formulated call for reforms, 
‘nake a demand “that the county be the unit of school organization 
and administration instead of having so many districts independent 
of each other.” The teachers are interested deeply in this matter, 
since salaries vary in the districts, some of the latter neither paying, 
nor being able to pay, as much as others, although the quality and 
quantity of work required are practically the same in all. 
Changing the unit from the district to the county will be 
regarded by many as a step toward state management and control 
of the schools, and by some as a step toward the ultimate nationaliza- 
tion of those institutions. If there are to be equal educational 
advantages for all, and with them a general leveling upward of 
standards, unification is necessary along broader lines than any 
at present contemplated by teachers or school boards.

In this rich field of experimentation, no discovery is to be taken 
as final. None can be assumed to be even an improvement until 
tested in practise. Fortunately the cities have been ready to supply 
the test and charters have been frequently rebuilt in the effort to 
arrive at conclusions. The city manager plan throws over the last 
semblance of representative government, which the commission 
has carried along in a modified degree. It retains to the people no 
other control over their home government than comes through the 
exercise of the recall. It disposes of all the checks and balances 
that have been held essential to security against the mistaken judg- 
meuc or the worse failure of strictly individual government. It 
stands for the extreme of reaction against the legislative and execu- 
tive division which in its full form 1s agreed not to be suited to 
municipal affairs. And it is to be accepted with some caution fo 
that, if for no other reason. : 

Only a few widely scattered small cities have yet resorted to 
the single manager and their experience is not a conspicuous support 
of the claims in its behalf. Quite recently Dayton, O., has adopted 
it and it may contribute a better proof that there is merit in it. 
Because it puts all thé responsibility in the hands of one man and 
reduces accountability to that of the single agent to the whole body 
of the city’s people, it seems to presuppose a watchfulness that has 
not been marked in the general public up to this time. It discards 
the principle that conference and counseling are necessary to the 
settlement of right lines of conduct. In a word, it makes city gov- 
ernment completely non-representative and puts all the trust in per- 
sonality—not a course that common human experience has yet shown 
to be prudent or even safe. 

Meanwhile it will be worth the consideration of cities that are 
seeking change in form that certain of the largest of municipalities, 
New York and Boston for example, are getting on well under char- 
ters that continue’in a modified but still actual form the old idea 
of a legislative as well as executive branch and instead of removing 
all checks upon official conduct provide a thorough and effective 
system of restraint.

It is not so widely known even 
now,,as it should be, that the alarming depletion of the Chesapeake 
and other great fishing grounds on the Atlantic seaboard of the 
United States is due as much to “the deliberate sacrifice of food 
fish in the manufacture of oil or fertilizer compounds” as to any 
other cause. The other principal cause is conceded to be lack of 
regulations as to the time, manner and conditions in which the fish 
inay be taken. 

Congressman John C. Linthicum of Maryland has introduced 
two bills with the object of bringing about necessary reforms, and 
these will, first of all, form the basis of a thorough inquiry into 
the situation. One of the measures is intended to regulate the inter- 
state shipment of fish fertilizer, ra prohibit the catch of food fish 
for fertilizer, and to compel fish fertilizer factories to set forth upon 
all their interstate shipments that, in the manufacture of their 
rroduct, they have conformed to the law. The other measure is 
intended to regulate seine hauling, to prescribe the fishing season, 
and limit the use of nets. It is recognized that non-edible fish may 
be properly employed in the manufacture of fertilizing material, 
and the first bill, if enacted into law, will make provision for proper 
exemptions; it is the wanton and, at least morally, illegitimate 
destruction of food fish that is aimed at. 

Here we have the anomaly of the national government, on the 
ene hand, hatching and raising billions of seed fish for the waters 
of the country, with the sole idea of providing for future food supply, 
and, on the other hand, toleration of a species of commercial selfish- 
ness which would literally take the food out of the people’s mouths. 
it is, of course, high time that Congress should be remedying this 
state of things. The whole nation, as well as Maryland and Vir- 
vinia, is deeply concerned in legislation on the subject.
